ON THE PIAVE. 

The Austrian efforts on the 
Piave appear to have fallen into 
two parts, the most northerly 
against the important Montello 
Ridge, which was occupied 
and organized for defense by 
our troops when they first went 
into the front line. 

The second and southerly at- 
tack is against the Lower Piave, 
on a wide front from Ponte di 
Piave to Misile. That is, they 
are striking along and between 
two main lines of railway, lead- 
ing, one to Treviso and the oth- 
er to Mestre. The Austrians 
have succeeded in crossing the 
Piave at the foot of Montello 
and near both railway lines, 
but their progress so far on the 
right bank of the river is insig- 
nificant and threatens no seri- 
ous danger. 

PROBLEM IN FRANCE. 


Wherever the drive on the 
western front in France comes, 
the people in America should be 
prepared to hear of slight Ger- 
man gains. In the present war 
situation this is almost inevi- 
table with the opposing forces 
almost numericaliy equal and 
with the Boche on the inside of 
the circle, able to move more 
quickly than the Allied com- 
mand can move troops to oppose 
him. But although there will 
probably be gains they will be 
slight. 

Whether the total of these 
gains in the next four months 
will be enough to bring the 
Boche to Paris, only time can 
tell. The Kaiser will drive and 
drive this summer to the limit 
of the strength and endurance 
of his troops, and that is what 
the Allied fighters must face. 

As long aa the Germans keep 
up the drive for Paria, and that 
means this summer and possi- 
bly part ef the fall, Americans 
wil ald in defending Paris. 
After the Boche has delivered 
all his drives and enough Amer 
can strength arrives to enable 
the Allies to prepare a big of- 
fensive of thelr own the world 
may expect to see how wen 
Germans retreat before the Red, 
White and Blue. 

This is a good place to men- 
tion again that when the Ameri- 
cans took the Bois de Belleau 
last week they were able to turn 
the German machine guns: 
against the feeling Boche - 
though they had never been 
trained in the use of them. 

IN NICK OF TIME. 


Henceforth the American peo- 
ple may expect to hear of their 
soldiers fighting along the west- 
| ern front wherever the Ger- 

man drives are hardest. Amert- 
cas war plans are just now en- 
tering into fruition. We are en- 
tering undertakings of a scale 
far ahead of that planned for us 
six months ago. 

Every day now aids to our 
strength here in France, and 


today, the American people may 
thank their stars that their en- 
trance into the war was not de- 
layed for even a month. It is 
no exaggeration to say that had 
we been a month later the Ger- 
mans might now be in the en- 
virons of Paris. 

By that I don’t mean only 


our fighters have given and are 
about to give was and will be a 
real factor in barring the Ger- 
man rush.

“The sharp spur of necessity, felt 
by the Allies, drove them to the in- 


search—the policy which lies at the 
fayndation of Germany's industria! 
and military strength. The notion 
that science itself is to be con- 
demned because of its barbarous 
misuse in German hands has no 
Diace in the minds of clear-think- 
ing people who perceive, more plain- 
lv than ever before its significance 
as a fundamental factor in nationa! 
progress. 

“Any of the research problems 
bearing on the war have a three- 
fold nature. The supply of optical 
glasses for periscopes, range finders 
and field glasses, which were ob- 
tained from Germany, is necessary 
from a military point of view and 
also in the industries. Back of the 
researches lie the researches on the 
nature of glasses, crystals and min- 
erals. The problem of the fixation 
of nitrogen in another. In the past 
we have obtained nitrates, needed 
for the manufacture of explosives 
and as fertilizers, from Chile.
